The prices 
kept going down right along until 
they were receiving less than two 
cents a pound with a limit by one

man, which would not buy food, let 
alone replace their gear when it wore 
out for this kind of fishing. Strange 
as it may seem to those werkers that 
say the workers won't stick together, 
those fishermen got together, sent 
word to the fish buyers that here- 
after their price of devil fish would 
be five cents a pound, the buyer to 
pay the freight and state tax in- 
stead of deducting it out of the 
fishermen's checks. Of course it took 
a little time to get results, but when 
they all stuck together, letters be-

Now this goes to show that if eight 
or ten fishermen can force their de- 
mands, that there is no good reason 
why the halibut fishermen and the 
salmon fishermen on this
